Jesus as your Saviour, and let Him write 
His name upon your heart, Probably there 
are no doubters here, but there are uncon- 
verted who # peak well of the name of Jesus 
with their lips, and yet will not let Him 
speak pedce in their hearts; who sing of His 
mighty love, and yet will not allow Him to 
make melody in their souls; who declare Him 
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A:T, Ferguson. 
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St. Thomas, was read by the secretary, 
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pounced by the poet, His answer was: No- 
thing. ‘That which we call a rose, by any 
other name would smell as aweet,”” This 
may be true of some names, but the principle 
is falao, as all the great names of history de- 
clare, Would Shakespeare tell Greece that 
there was nothing in the name of Demos- 
thenes? or Rome that Cicero had no mean- 
ing? or France that there was no signifi- 
cance in the name of Napoleon? or Englanit 
that the name of Wellmgton was nothing 
more to her than any other name? ‘The 
statues placed in their country’s temples, 
the monuments erected on sacred spots, the 
festivities held in honor of these names are 
the answer to Shakespeare, and should 
silence the saying that there is nothing 
inaname, The men who bore these names 
were noted; they were extraordinary beings; 
their names label their lives and call up 
their characters. As such they have passed 
into history, and remain as certainly fixed 
as the stars. Yet, le as tucir 
names are, high stand = in 
their respective there is 
one more memorable, one that stands 
higher, That is the name of Jesus, 
Higher not only than these names, hut the 
nate above every name. ‘Lo show the trath 
of this statement of Paul, we shall compare 
the name of Jesus with some of the greatest 
names of history, then show that the 
name is significant of the highest idea 
of humanity; and finally iow God 
hos exalted him, and in this we shall see 
that men have given Him a name above 
every name, Plato excelled as a philoso- 
pher, He was the greatest of Grecian 
philosophors, and that is Prepay saying 
the greatest of all philosophers. He gave 
to the race a grand ideal system. Hie ideal 
man was worthy of the highest conception 
of unaided reason. His statement that the 
aim of the souk was to rise from the sensual 
to the ideal world to which it belonged was 
more than philosophical, it was scriptural, 
‘And nowhere is the highest good of the in- 
dividual stated more perfectly than where 
Plato says: ‘* Itis to know the good (or God) 
and realize thie in life.” But Plat.” syetom, 
beautiful as it was, was only a 
system. He never saw in existence his ideal 
man, As completely as he stated the aim 
of the soul, so completely did he fail to 
map out a path that would successfully lead 
it to the desired haven. As perfectly as he 
expreased the highest good of the individual, 
so perfectly did he fail to show the good 
and how to realize it in life, Neno of his 
successors have gone beyond him in meeting 
these ditiiculties, It needed a greater than 
they all; He camo in the person of Jesus. 
The ideal Plato gives, He fills up. More, He 
not only fills Plato's ideal man, but presents 
a higher, aud completes it in his life. 
With Plato, Jesus says the highest aim of 
the soul is to reach a perfect state, but goes 
beyond Plato in making that state possible 
for each individual. With the Grecian 
philosopher, Jesus anys in other words: 
*'The highest good of the individual is to 
know the good (or God) but goes beyond 
him in showing men the embodiment of 
goodness, God TLimsclf, aud supplying the 
yower by which man can realize it in life. 
This philosophy is and has ever been foolish. 
ness to the world, but history shows that it 
is the power of God, and the wisdom of 
God, and Jonsus ns its author has given to 
Him a name above every name. 
The greatest namo in science is that of Sir 
Iaanc Newton. His discoveries in light and 
the laws of gravity immortalized his name. 
He lived, saya one author, in advance of his 
time, and recent discoveries have shown it 
more and more by making intelligible many 
of hia most prophetic utterances. But high 
as tho name of Sir Isaac Newton stands in 
acionce, tke name: of Joaus stands higher. 
His revolationa in light, himself the light of 
tho world; in gravity, himself the force that 
upholds all thing; especially His revelations 
in the highest of all acionves, the science of 
eternal life, has not only immortalized his 
nano, but made it the greatest name in hin- 
tory, not alone from the fact that He pr 
nonts the highoat and noblest of all soionces 
in His namo highest, but also because the 
other leading soionces, sociology, biology 
ani political economy, can only be brought 
to porfection by the light of His system 
It and italono isthe key that can unlock 
tho myatery of these acionces, The

n all the great nations of the earth 
He is crowned king of kings. Others 
are becoming great as they are hon- 
oring the naine of Jesus. All the 
greatest scholars, philosophers, law-givers, 
the most rev i and stateliest naines, the 
most beautiful characters, are not only His 
followers, but ascribe their greatness to the 
influence of His name, These men have 
proved the truthfulness of that beautiful 
iden of the older Stoics, that there could be 
placed at the root and centre of life a divine 
word that should unfold and develop in his- 
tory. ‘The pagan conception was true, but 
they knew not the word. These men 
knew it, knew it to be Jesus, and have 
placed it at the centre of their beings; 
it has unfolded in their histories and 
immortalized their names. Tho sayings 
of no pef¥on bas been so spread and read as 
those of Jesus, Each yeas translated into 
some new language, and millions upon mil- 
lions in reading receive the highest inspira. 
tion of their lives, The life of Jesus has 
been written by more hands than that of 
any other person. Friends have attempted 
to put on paper his life, Enemies have re- 
corded his deeds and sayings Friends and 
enemies have’ alike spoken highly of 
His nawe. In fact, it would seem as 
though enomies vied with friends in exal 
ing His character and life, Rosseau has 
written one of the noblest eulogies on the 
live of Jesus that was ever penned, and 
winds up with the immortal worda: “Tf the 
death of Socrates be that of a philosophe 
the death of Jesus was that of a God.” N 
poleon said to Couut Mentholon: ‘Alexandor, 
Ceasar and myself founded great empires, 
but upon what did the creation of our gen- 
ina depend?) Upom force.” Jesus alone 
founded his empire on love, and to this very 
day millions w ht die for Him, In the writ- 
ings of Jews, whose ancestry crucified Jesus, 
thers can be seen an acknowledgment that 
Jesus was the greatest religious teacher, the

What’s in aname? was a question pro- 
pounced by the poet. His answer was: 
thing. ‘That which we 
other name would smell as sweet 
may be true of some names, but the principle 
is falso, as all the great names of history de- 
clare, ‘Would Shakespeare tell Greece that 
there was nothing in the name of Demos- 
thenes? or Rome that Cicero had no mean- 
ing? or France that there was no signifi- 
cance in the naine of Napoleon ? or England 
that the name of Wellington was nothing 
more to her than any other name? The 
statues placed in their country's temples, 
the monuments erected on sacred spots, the 
fostivities held in honor of these names are 
the answer to Shakespeare, and should 
silence the saying that there is nothing 
in a name, The men who bore these names 
were noted; they were extraordinary bei 
their names label their lives and call up 
their characters. As such they have passed 
into history, and remain as certainly fixed 
as the stara, Yet, memorable as ticir 
names are, high asthey stand — in 
their respective countries, there — is 
one more memorable, one that stands 
higher. That is the name of Jesus.

What's in a name? was a question pro- 
pounced by the poet. His answer was: No- 
thing. ‘That which we call a rose, by an 

other name would smell ax sweet." This 
ay be true of some names, but the principle 
ix falso, as all the great names of history de- 

Would Shakespeare tell Greece that 
was nothing in the name of Demos- 
1? or Rome that Cicero had no mean- 
ing? or France that there was no signifi- 
cance in the name of Napoleon? or England 
that the name of Wellington was nothing 
more to her than any other name? ‘Lhe 
statues placed in their country’s temples, 
the monuments erected on sacred spots, the 
festivities held in honor of these names are 
the answer to Shakespeare, and should 
silence the saying that there is nothing 
ina name. The men who bore these names 
were noted; they were extraordinary beings; 
their names label their lives and’ call up 
| their characters. As such they have passed 
into history, and remain as ccrtainly fixed 
as the stars, Yet, memorable as ticir 
names are, high asthey stand in 
their respective countries, there is 
one more memorable, one that stands 
higher. That is the name of Jesus. 
Higher not only than these names, hut the 
nate above every name, ‘Lo show the trath 
of this statement of Paul, we shall compare 
the name of Jesus with some of the greatest 
names of history, then show that the 
name is significant of the highest idea 
of humanity; and _ finally hicwe vod 
hos exalted him, and in this we shall see 
that men have given Him a nae above 
eve ine, Plato excelled as a philoso- 
| pher. He was the greatest of Grecian 

philosophers, and that is probably saying 
the greatest of all philosophers. He 
to the race a grand ideal system, His i 
man was worthy of the highest conception 
of unaided reason. His statement that the

It is thue we think of the pa- 
triot bleeding for the freedom of his coun- 
try; of the philanthropist, regardless of his 
own security, amidst pestilence and the 
miserics of death, that he may release the 
the wretched captive and break the yoke of 
the oppressur; of the pilot, adventurously 
urging his way through the maddening 
surge that he may snatch the victim from 
the horrors of shipwreck. Herein is the 
reason why, while England loves her 
Shakespeare, she loves her Wellington 
more. Wellington saved his country, 
This is why the name of Florence 
Nightingale is of precious memory: she #ac- 
rificed her fortune and consecrated her life 
to heal wounded soldiers and minister to 
the dying. This idea gives to the name of 
Grace Darling highest honors: she risked 
her life to save the wrecked crew. If these 
names are worthy of such honor, what must 
be the glory of Him who bled for the free- 
dom of the race, emptied Himself of all His 
riches, and entered God’s great moral hos- 
pital to hind up the broken-hearted, heal 
men of all their pea and minister te the 
dying, us Jesus alone can, who, when there 
was no eye to pity or arm able to pull out

SIGHTLESS WORKER 


How Blind Men aro Taught to Support 
Their Familicnand Save Monoy—A 
Policeman's Touching 
Btory. 

Two palo, slender young girls, anda 
small, nervous old woman, with their 
arms closely interlocked, walked rapidly 
up the north side of Chestnut street, Phil 
adelphia, quite late ona recent night, 
At Broad street they wandered somo 
atops away from the flag-stone. crossing, 
and when’ they reached the curbate 
about twonty feet from the corner, th 
stumbled slightly and moderated their 
pace, as if in doubt. A moment later 
they seemed satisfied what they should 
do, and hurried forward directly against 
a reserve oflicer, who was standing at 
the corner of the building, The collision 
was a mere touch, and, recoiling a little, 
the thro resumed their walk in tho cen- 
tro of the sidewalk out Chostnut street 

The policeman watched them, Ata 
to front stops 
and awning posts, but never with vio- 
lence. The officer's curiosity was excited 

id he set out at his best pace to over 
take and question the little party. 

“What's the mattor with them?" he 
was asked on his return 

“Blind! All three of them blind! It 
me all of a heap when I stopped 
them and asked them what they wero 
knocking along that way for to see how 
palo they grow.

Russia In Asia Minor 

A Constantinople correspondént of the 
New York Herald sonds the foliage 
While the orthodox church in Turkey is 
troubled with the oxisting dispute be 
tween the governing body and tho porte 
the Gregorian Armenians have a most sor. 
ious difficulty to face in the attitude as 
sumed by Russia with regard to the ap 
proaching election of a successor to the 
late Catholicos of Etchmindzin. The mat 
ter is excecdingly interesting to those who 
are studying the eastern question, as it 
illustrates well the insidious mannor in| y 
which the never-ceasing advance of the | } 
Muscovito ade is carried out, both in| y 
Europe and in Asia. It is said’ that tho | y 
real object at which Russia is aiming, is} 
tho establishment of an influence over the | 
Turkish Armenians which she does not | 
enjoy at present. 

In tho riso and progress of the Armen- 
ian church Etchmiadzin, as the mother 
church, naturally occupied tho firat posit- 
ion in public estimation, Highly favored 
by Kings, who endowed tho seo with land 
and revenues, Etchmiadzin grew yery 
rich, and eventually, with the surround- 
ing districts, formed a small ecclesiastical 
state, which preserved its right of self- 
government through all the successive 
political changes which this sorely tried 
land of Armonia has seen down tothe day 
when Parkiovitch brought Persia to tho 
feot of Russia, ind compelled her to pur- 
chase peace by the session of Erivan, 

The secular authority of the Catholics 
disappeared with the uisition of Erivan 
by Ruasia, but ho still retained his spirit- 
ual rule as the ecumenical patriarch. Tho | 
Ruesian czar, sceing in the power and| 


an obstacle to the amalgamating process | 
by which the Muscovite sovereigns have 
ever sought to bind together the hetero- 
geneous elements of which their empu is | 
composed, commenced first to infringe 
upon tho former by remodeling the synod, 
and then to curtail the latter by’ seiz- 
ing upon some of the revenues. The 
Muscovite government had seen from the 
first the importance of having the Gregor- 
ian pontifical see’situated within its domin- 
ions, and Nicholas and his successor had 
both hoped to use the hold this circum- 
stance gave them upon the Turkish Arme- 
nians in working out their designs against 
the sultans posssessions in Asia Minor,

sonses aro moro acute.” 


“Which are the moro cheerful, those 
who have always been blind or those who 
have become so after enjoying sight ?” 

“Of course to lose one's sight is a 
dreadful calamity, and until the unfor- 
tunato person becomes accustomed to tho 
now order of things is apt to abandon him- 
self occasionally to morbid thoughts, 
But he gradually finds that his usefulness 
is only slightly reduced. He learns to 
find his way about and to do a great 
many other things for himself, and finally 
he finds thore is work in the world even 
for tho blind. In my own case I am 
deeply interested in this institution, and 
its prosperity is a sourco of har EIneey, 
The truth is, that to bo usefully em- 
ployed 1s onough to make anyone cheorful, 
and eyen those who can gee are miserable 
if idle, We haye two men hero who are 
both deaf and blind, and they are among 
our most capable and cheerful hands, 
One of them earns more money than any 
othor man on the roll, not only paying 
up his board and lodging, but laying up 
$30 or more every month, veral of our 
men support their families.” 

“Do they live in the building 1” 

“No; we have threo classes of mon, 
Thoaso of ono class live in the home hero, 
paying each $2.50 board per week; an- 
other lot come in daily to work, going 
home at night, and to the third class we 
send out the work. Wo have ninety men 
at prosont, but expect before a great 
whilo to have two hundred. We have 
got tho ground room now to add ao large 
largo factory building, and to turn part 
of the present factory into dormitorics, 
bath-rooms, reading-rooma, and tho like, 
Nearly all the inmatos of tho homo can 
read by raised lottors, and thoy are very 
fond of playing chess, dominocs, and 
eheckors, Some of them play the piano 
and organ admirably.” 

‘Do all tho mon earn their board ?” 

“Finally they do ; but somo aro vory 
slow at loarning, You sco some- 
timos thoy como hore after many yoara 
apont in idloncss and darkness, and ‘their 
minda aro woak to almost tho oxtent of 
lunacy ; but they all learn to make o liy- 
ing sooner or later. We havo a man 
hore now who has just oarned hin first 
monoy, Ho notted $16 during March 
For two years ho did not oarn his board 
Ho camo from tho almshouso and was 
utterly devoid of pride or ambition. I

Russia is skillful in seizing her opportun- 
ities, and she knows that tho defence on 
the present occasion will be so much tho 
weaker, in that the present policy of the 
porte is to break up the power of the 
patriarchates, 

The Turkish Armenians number some 
3,000,000, against the 9,000,000 “Armen- 
ian subjects of the czar, and the 450,000 
living in Persia and elsowhtre Who make 
up the sum total of the race. Russia 
wishes to destroy the preponderant in- 
fluence of the Constantinopolitan patriar- 
chate by sweeping away all the preliminary 
steps, and having but one election at 
Etchmiadzin, and filling the chair of St. 
Gregory by one of her own creatures, 

It is'a real life and death struggle for 
the maintenance, on the one hand, and 
destruction on the other, of those elements 
of national life that have come into’ exis- 
tence among the Armenians’ sifi¢e’ the 
promulgation of the Hatti-Humayum of 
1056, and which give so much offence in 
the present day to both the sultan and the 
czar, 

The date of the election has boon fixed 
for tho 6th of May, and in view of the 
event the Synod of Etchmiadzin has is- 
sued notices to the various Turkish sees 
inviting the presence of the delegates. 
The patriarch of Constantinople is treat- 
ed very cayaliorly as a mere bishop of the 
church, his authority as the representat- 
ive chiof of the Turkish Armenians being 
quite ignored, Quietly asserting the an- 
cient nghts, the council of the patriarchate 
on its side has sent the necessary rolls to 
tho province for the preparation of the 
lista of candidates, At refusing to for- 
ward the notices of the synod, havo sont 
instructions of its own for the appoint- 
ment of tho delegates. Several of tho 
said lists have already arrived, ond os 
soonas they are completed the balloting 
will commence for the list of three, 

The probablo list of candidates is : 
Mgr. Norses, tho Constantinopolitan pat- 
riarch ; Mgr. Magar, archbishop of Bessar- 
abia ; Mgr, Essaic, of Jorusalem; Mgr. 
Melchosidock, of Smyrna; Mgr. Pascal, 
Mgr. Kiremain, and Mgr, *“Khorac, Of 
all these Mgr. Nersea is the first favorite, 
and would undoubtedly carry off the 
majority of the votes were tho election to

The traflic in young English girls for 
immoral purposes in Belgium is. again 
going on, .The English police are watch- 
ing carefully, with a-view, if possible, of 
preventing the scandal. The Belgian 
authorities are somewhat annoyed’ at thé 
publicity given to the matter, and, by 
way of revenge, summoned an English 
lady and her daughters before the court 
in Brussels, where they wore subjected to 
4 disgusting cross-examination by the 
court and counsel in reference to the 
traffic, 


Tho Neapolitan aristocracy lost recent- 
ly one of their most eminent members, 
by the death of the prigce of Montemiletto, 
duke of Pepoli, who clitimed descent from 
the Stuarty. He was only 57 years old, 
and the ‘cause of death was bronchitis, 
‘The deceased prince miaintained at his 
expenses great number of monks in the 
conyent of San Pasquale, which he had _ 
bought for that purpose from the present 
government, Many officers of tho late 
Bourbon army received regular pensions 
or were otherwise largely supported by 
the prince. A few moments beforé his 
death the papal benediction arrived by 
telegram. 


It is a matter of history that the passage, 
in 1853, of the Forbes-McKenzio act was 
followed by an immediate and marked 
decrease in the consumption of intoxicat- 
ing liquors in Scotland, and now the samo 
results appear to have followed experi- 
mental legislation in Ireland. Takin; 
the period of ten years (1874-83, inclusive, 
and comparing the “ Irish drink bill” for 
five years beforo the Sunday-closing act 
with tho five years following its enact- 
ment, and the tigures show a total for tho 
former of £66,733,902, and for the latter 
period a total of £61,152,942, or a reduc- 
tion of about $27,500,000 (£5,600,000) in 
favor of the Sunday-closing period.

A Brussola 
paper, howover, says that in tho interest 
of truth it fools bound to say that La Man- 
chotte lost hor hand by ee her 
finger with vordigris while cleaning a cop- 
pér sancopan whon sho was a kitchon 
maid. 

Doctors have long been Iamontably 
rcaroo in Ruasia, ‘Tho alarming infant 
mortality in this country was the occasion 
of calling this fact to tho attention of the 
lato Emporor Aloxander LL, and overy 
offort was made to encourage medical study 
both among mon and women. Tho result 
was a rapidly increasing supply of female 
doctors, who continued to thrive until

A BROOKLYN TRAGEDY. 


; An Untaithful Husband Summoned to tho 
Bodsido of His Dying Wife, 

A pathetic scone that had in it a touch of 
tragic interest was enacted recently in the 
top room of a squalid apartment at No, 
84 Borgen street, Breoklyn, On a mat- 
tress in one corner lay & young woman in 
tho last stages of consumption, And from 
hor side camo occasionally the fretful ery 
of a baby only a few months old, Two 
stalwart polico officers in plain olothes 
utood near the door, and a few foot away, 
strotched at full longth on tho floor, was 
the form of a largo, well-dreased man who 
had just fainted away 

The man was Joseph Dunlap, superin- 
tendent of the Atlantic and Pacific tea- 
store, on Court street. The dying wom- 
was his wife, whom ho had deserted loss 
than a year ago, Without friends or 
money at the time of the desertion, she 
soon fell into a state of abject poverty. 
Exposure and want told upon a naturally 
delicate system, and when her child was 
born three months ago, it wax evident the 
mother would not live long. Dunlap, 
after deserting his wife, represented him- 
self as a single man, He formed the ac- 
anatarancy of a Miss Addie Hart, the 
daughter of a Sandy hook pilot, and, after 
a brief courtship, they were married. 
Sovoral days ago Miss Hart discovered 
that Dunlap had anothor wife living. Tho 
facts wero communicated to the polico, 
and Danlap was arrested on a charge of 
bigamy, His first wife was dying, and he 
comforted himself with the thought that 
her death would remove the only means 
of proving his crime, To prevent any 
miscarriage of justice from this source, 
the district attorney yesterday caused 
Dunlap to be taken to the bedside of his 
dying wife. 

At the sight of the woman whom he 
had once cherished, and whom he had s0 
deoply wronged, lying at the point of 
death on a bed that was little more than 
a bundle of rags, remorse seemed to seizo 
the faithless husband, and he fainted 
awoy. It was fully fifteen minutes be- 
fore he could be restored to conscious: 
ness, Ho begged and implored his wife 
to forgive him, but sho scorned his pro- 
testations of sorrow and subscribed to an 
affidavit drawn by Asst, Dist. Atty, Clark, 
who was present, setting forth the facts 
of her marriage with Dunlap and farnish- 
ing sll the necessary proof as to his iden- 
tification, Dunlap, when being taken 
away, desired to bid his wifo an affection- 
ate farowell, but she looked at him coldly, 
and, with an effort, turned her wasted 
form until his faco was shut out from 
view. 

According to the police officers, tho 
woman was not mistaken in her estimat- 
on oftheman. His fainting fit is thought 
to have been real, for the sight of his dy- 
ing wife unmanned him, but after he left 
her presenco his cheerfulness was speedily 
restored,—New York World. 


Salicylic Acid In Wine. 


Tho syndicate of tho’ Bordeaux wine 
merchants has fought in the various law 
courts of France to maintain the right to 
preserving wine by the aid of salicylic 
acid, Though the consulting committee 
of hygione for France has condemned this 
practice, the wine merchants’ syndicate 
has been bold enough to petition tho 
French chambers on the subject. Tho 
tribunals have convicted and sentenced 
several persons proved guilty of introduc- 
ing salicylic acid in wine ; but the court 
of appeal of Bordeau, yielding to local 
influences, sanctioned the practice, The 
matter was therefore roferred for final 
decision, to the court de cassation at 
Paris, and the sentence pronounced laid 
down the principle that, though salicylic 
acid when used in certain proportions was 
not likely to injure any alimentary sub- 
stance, nevertheless the sale of any wino 
or food containing even the smallest 
quantity of thia acid must bo rigorously 
forbidden, The reason for this very 
necessary, injunction is easily understood, 
Wino especially, changes hands so fro- 
quently that it would be impossible to 
check the amount of salicylic acid intro- 
duced if the use of any quantity whatso- 
ever was allowed, The ravages caused by 
phylloxera have rendered tho admixture 
of Spanish and Italian wines with tho 
French wines a matter of absolute neces- 
sity. But the former wines contain so 
large a proportion of sugar that when they 
reach the consumer and are oxposed to 
the heat of apartmonts, ote., a second 
fermentation is likely to set in. To pre- 
vent this, antisoptics, and especially sali- 
cylic acid, havo boon used in such largo 
quanties that Dr, Brouardel detected as 
much as one grame in a liter of wine,

A physician writes to the Globe as fol- 
lows on a very practical subject:

The Late Prince Kung: 


Prince Kung, whose suicide has been 
reported by cable, was the famous prime 
minister of Ohina, if Oriental officers can 
be designed at all by western titles, He 
Was regent of the empire in 1861, whon 
hls nephew became emperor, sud he is 
remombered in the United States as the 
man who adopted Anson Burlinghame 
and sent hin back as a Chinese ambass- 
ador to this country, He was the man of 
whom Mr. Seward, when asked some- 
thing about our relations to China, made 
the droll remark, ‘Oh, Prince Kung and 
I understand each other.” Later when 
Mr. Seward visited China, he did not suc- 
ceed in making the Princo understand 
him without an interpeter, but it took no 
interpoter to show the prince's high 
appreciation of the retired statesman, 
Princo Kung has been identified with 
whatever liborality toward foreign nations 
has appeared in the policy of China for 
tho past twenty years. 

Ten yeara ago China had a difliculty 
with Japan, and the advisor of the emper- 
or were anxious for war. Princo Kung 
was the head of the peace party, and 
strongly opposed his Replies counsellora. 


The result was that on Sept. 10, 1875, the 
emperor sent forth a decree in which 
Prince Kung was stripped of his im- 
perial princedom, with hereditary suc- 
cession in the same grade, and was re- 
ducod to the second degree, Tsai-ch'eng 
(his son) being at the same time strippe 
of his title as Beliah Kun Wang. This 
action on the part of the emperor was the 
cause of much talk, not to say consterna- 
tion, at the capital, and there is no know- 
ing what disastrous consequences might 
not have ensued had not wiser counsels 
fortunately preyailed. The empress do- 
wager used their influence with the offend- 
ed monarch to such good purposes that 
his ill-advised edict was revoked on the 
following day, and the prince and his son 
were forthwith reinstated in their honors 
and titles as quickly as they were depriv- 
ed of them. 

But recently the prince was again de- 
graded by order of the young emperor for 
his alleged dilatoriness in Beard to the 
war in Tonquin, and Prince Chun, the 
emperor's father, ussumed the control of 
the grand council of the empire. The 
prince with other dismissed officers, sent 
to the empress a memorial thanking her 
for her lenient treatment, Although the 
prince was perhaps, not «man of extra- 
ordinary intellect, still he has shown that 
he was gifted with suflicient sagacity tosteer 
the bark of state in safety through the 
perils which every now and then had be- 
set it, and, furthermore, which is a very 
important qualification fora man in his 
position, he possessed iu the highest de- 
gree the precious talent of knowing how 
to choose able mon and to employ each 
one according to his capabilities.

Milk as Food for Children. 

Wherever milk is used plentifully, 
there the children grow into robust men 
and women. Whenever the place is 
usurped by tea, we have degeneracy swift 
and certain. Dr, Ferguson, who has de- 
yoted a large share’ of his attention to 
this subject, has ascertained, from earo- 
ful measurements of numerous factory 
children, that between thirteen and four- 
teen years thoy grow nearly four times 
as fast on milk for breakfast and supper 
as on tea and coffee, a fact which shows 
the benefit of proper diet. No diet is so 
suitable for growing children as well- 
cooked oatmeal porridge and milk, Ow 
ing to its easy digestibility, it is ef equal 
benefit to invalids, and, more especially, 
dyspepties who often regain health and 
pick ae flesh at a wonderfully rapid rate 
on milk and good bread. Good as cows 
milk is for children and invalids, the milk 
of the goat is much better; and it often 
happens that persons will thrive and 
grow strong on the latter, who could not 
digest the former, For this reason goata’ 
milk is largely proscribed by the faculty, 
and would be more so if it were more 
plentiful. Dr, Pyo Chayasso says,— 

“The finest, healthiest children are 
those who for the first four or five years 
Hehe lives are fed principally upon 
it,

valuable for delicate infants, goats’ milk 
for strong ones,

London has beon, since the Conquest, 
the real centre of Government, of the 
thought, the growth, tho culture, and 
the life of the nation. No other city in 
Eurode has kept that prerogative un- 
broken for eight contaries until our own 
day. At the very utmost, Paris has 
possessed it for not moro than four cen- 
turies, and inan uncomplete manner for 
at least half of those four. Tho capitals 
of Prassia, Austria, Russia, and Spain 
are merely tho artificial work of recent 
ages, and tho capitals of Italy and Greece 
are mere antiquarian revivals, England 
was centralized onrlier than any other 
European nation; and thus the congerios 
of towns that wo now call London has 
formed, from tho carly days of our 
monarchy, theessential seat of government, 
tho military headquarters, the permanent 
home of the law, the connecting link be- 
twoon England and the Continent, and 
one of the great centres of the Commerce 
of Europe. Henco it has come about 
that tho life of England has been conoen- 
trated on the banks of the Thames more 
completely and for a longer period than 
tho life of any great nation has boon con- 
contrated in any single modern city, 
When we add to that fact the happy cir- 
cumstance that at lewst down to the mem- 
ory of living mon London rotainod a 
moro completo series of publicmonuments, 
a more variod sot of local associations, 
moro noble buildings bound up with the 
momory of more great» ovonts and more 
groat ifn than any single city in Europe, 
(except, perhaps, Romo itsolf,) we come 
to the concluston that London isa city 
unsurpassed in historic intorest. 


Tho Vastness of London. 


“Surburban residence” is a common 
phraso in thoso days, but it would bo 
difficult to explain the exact moaning of 
tho term.

Cultiyating Sorghum In the West, 


Tho rapid increaso in the amount of 
sorghum plantas from year to yoar, 
stimulated ingenuity to discover ways and 
means of doing the entire cultivation by 
horse-power. Sorghum is a feoble plant 
and grows slowly at first, and unless the 
land is turned up, weeds aro apt to got 
up faster than the crop. ‘The following 

sems to bo the most successful plan :— 
The land is pares immediately before 
planting, or if dono oarlior, or in tho pro- 
coding fall, the ontiro surface is cultivat- 
od with a two-horse cultivator before 
slanting. Tho sood is planted quite thick- 
iy in drills, by using a two-row corn 
slantor with small holes, moving the 
Seat lovor quito fant, so a8 bo drop 
the seed in an almost continuous atroam. 
Thoso plantors, that havo a asa ate 
tachmont, aro very convenient for doing 
this, At loast twice as much sood is 
planted as is expected to grow, about six 
or sovon pounds por aor’ is nottoo much. 
Tho most common mistake is to plant 
too deep, and much caro is nocdod when 
a horse-planter is used, to avoid this diffi- 
culty. If tho ground is moist, half an 
inch is deop onough, to oven leas will do, 
As soon as it in aafo to do so without cov- 
oring the young plants, go through the 
fiold with a straddlo-row cultivator, taking 
caro to have tho inside shovels turned so 
as to throw the soil away from tho planta, 
By sotting thom in this way, you can go 
much closer to tho row than othorwino. 
Enough soil in any caso will bo thrown 
towards the plant, whilo you will stir the 
soil cloao to the young plants, After oul- 
tivation is comploted, cross-harrow with 
any good harrow, going over tho ground 
twice. This will destroy a good man, of 
tho plants, but as thoy aro planted t hiok 
with roforence to this troatmont, no harm 
ocours, whilo thoso which aro loft are 
thoroughly hood, and tho soil mollowoed, 
Tho wholo surface ridged by tho corn 
plow, is loyoled down and is put in fino 
condition for the next plowing, Should 
the cross-harrowing not thin the plants 
onough, tho land xay bo harrowed the 
samo way as tho rows run, In ordinai 
noasons and on modorately clear land, 
this method of treatmont will usually on- 
able a growor to raise a crop without ro 
norting to the hoo.—American Agricultur

SUNDAY IN CHICAGO. 


A City Where Vice Walks 
Openly and Unpunished. 


The Chicago correspondent of the Globe, 
under date of May 13, gives] the following 
graphic but awful picture of society in the 
* metropolis of the west’: 
To a young man coming from the well or- 
dered city of Toronto a Sunday in Chicago 
is rather a questionable institution, The 
total absence of businéss, the silence of the 
streets, the all-prevailing air of order and 
quietude which mark Toronto, are unknown 
here. There is a distinction between the 
ordinary week-day and the Sunday, but the 
distinction is that which would mark the 
holiday in Canada, when business is gener- 
ally susponded. As you know it in Canada, 
there is no Sunday in Chicago, From early 
morning till lute at night the strects are 
armerded criths pedestrians, Strect-cars are 
running in every direction. The doors of 
nearly four thousand saloons are wide open, 
and 60 too are those of myriad restaurants. 
The vendors of little notions, nick-nacks, 
neckties, collar-buttons, and cheap jewelry, 
line the sidewalks exposing their trays of 
attractive wares. The shoe-blacks reap a 
silver harvest, charging double for their ser- 
vices on account of the day, Barbers and 
hair-dreasers use no screen, Schooners and 
other lake craft crowd out of the harbor, 
employing scores of men in attending to the 
numerous swing-bridges which span the river 
and its branches, News-boys are shouting 
their wares on every axe Wand Nisigna te 
twenty-four page papers are sold in thous- 
ands at five cents apiece. So large are these 
newspapers as to convey the impression that 
their producers have forgotten the governing 
maxim of a successful publisher, viz., that 
the reading of a newspaper should be an in- 
cident, and not the businoss of aday. The 
heautiful parka with their miniature lakes 
panned by ornamental bridges, their miles 
of magnificent drives, their free zoological 
exhibitions, their beds of gorgeously colored 
flowers, and their miles of sand-beach fronts 
laved by the waters of the great Lake Michi- 
an, are crowded with people who hay: 
neon transported there by rail or street-cars, 
The bosom ofthe lake is dotted with hun. 
drads of white sails, telling further thefstory 
of Sabbath breaking. ‘The Sun aly 
a holiday, and not a day of devotional rest 
If this were not the prevailing idea, corpor- 
ation employees would not be found laying 
water pipes, repairing pavements or road: 
ways in those streets which are crowded on 
ordinary week days, Chicago on a Sunday 
reminds one somewhat of the cast end of 
London, where much of that described may 
be seen, But it goes farther than even Lon- 
don goes. The theatres are open, and find 
in Sunday the most lucrative day of the 
week, Last Sun I counted fourteen or 
fifteen leading places of amusement open, 
exclusive of a score of minor halls, Mont of 
the theatres give two entertainments, mati 
nee and evening. In the list of attractions 
Lfind opera, burlesque and tho legitimate 
drama pretty well distributed, One of the 
theatres, indeed, produced a new play for 
the first time, The c! oter of the Sun- 
day andionces is pretty much the same as on 
ordinary days, save possibly that the mati- 
nee performances are attended by more 
young men than is usual, and the evening 
performances by more young people of both 
sexes than old, Order is strictly main- 
The Sunday is indeed a day of 
emptation for the young, Evon twelve re 
putable theatres are not enough, some would 
say, to offer counter attract to the four 
thousands saloons whose gaping doors lead 
the way to disgrace, crime and punishment 
In a choice of evils, more theatres aud less 
saloons would bo preferabl Rut are there 
no churches? will be asked, You, t 
are some 131 for about 600,000 people, or 
not twenty more than the city of Torouto as 
0 contains for one-sixth that 
population 131 churches include 
five spiritualists, three of regular freethink 
ors, and a do: Chriatian 
Roughly speaking, in the mont liberal sense 
a jiof, there is only one church to every 
F le, while there is one saloon to 
over inhabitants, hore are no m 
thinking or avowed Freethinkers propor 
tionately to the population here than in To 
ronto, but the great mass of the people, uu 
like thowe of the queen city, seem to be in 
different in the mattor of igen The 
Moody movement quickened religious 
thusiasm here, but it needs to be repeated 
on o ton-fold scale, Chicago in a wicked 
city, itin true, Vice is more unbloshingly 
re than elsowhore, A_first im:

The Gluttony of Wealth, 


Wm. H, Vanderbilt is creditod with the 
romark that ‘if a man has a hundred thou. 
sand dollars he can he just as happy as if 
he were rich,” William is not generally 
credited with being satirical, and very pos- 
sibly, therefore, meant what he said. ‘Tho 
old canal-man's son could afford to be very 
mayniticent on the subject, for after all the 
aun referred to. is very small indeed, But 
William, when he is at it, might tell the ig- 
norant world what it is ‘to be rich.” Me 
would be pleased to hear his definition. 
Perhaps, like oue of the wealthiest of the 
century on the other side of the Atlantic, he 
might say that to be wealthy and to have a 
‘competent portion” amount to about the 
same thing, viz., to have ‘‘a littl more.” 
When the greed of gain gets possession of a 
EnAnathalidaatoe being ever satistiod is as 
ridiculous as to expect to allay one’s thirst 
by drinking the water of the ocean, The 
deeper and more frequent the draughts, the 
keener and more unquenchable the longing. 
As far as satisfaction is conceraed, the man 
with a huodred thousand dollars has even a 
bettor right to be called wealthy than one 
with a hundred millions, But both may be 
very poor, Is Vanderbilt happier than he 
was when he was much poorer? Or Gould? 
Or any other of their wretched compeers ? 
Of course not. But they hurry on after the 
continually receding phantom, and dream 
that by-and-by they will get all they want, 
and that then their felicity will be com- 
plete. 
This glattonous rage for riches is in fact 
exercising its degrading, demoralizing in- 
fluence all around. It is leading men to lie, 
steal and awindle all the day and every day, 
What a revelation of rascality was male by 
last week's flurry in New York! But it is 
not merely in auch cities and at such times 
that such rascality is going on, nor does it 
require a crisis to. bring out that rascality 
in all its varied hideousness. Nobody can 
have any pity for the ‘* operators” who the 
other day went down, and nobody could 
for a moment have any feeling but of satis- 
faction if they never manage to get their 
heads again above water. The misery is 
that they don’t go down alone. They have 
been not trading but gambling with other 
people's money, ald their own ruin is the 
east of the evil. So-called honorable gen- 
tlemon, as many of them claim to be, w 
they steal thousands and liona, are 
looked np to and cuvied. It is only when 
they try small sums and private pockets 
that they are sen’ to the penitentiary, 
Thousands no a ubt have been beggared 
by the occurrences of last week, but the 
bank presidents und cashiers, eto,, ete., who 

ia all the mischief by playing ducks 

: people's _moncy, will 

scot free, will thank God they are not as 
other wen are, and will go boldly and 
prayerfully ints another * deal.” Undoubt- 
edly they are thieves far worse than the or- 
dinary rascals that are “jugged” without 
compunction. Buc society docs not so treat 
thom. Even their victims would not use 
such barsh terms in trying to estimate their 
character and standing. Why? Because 
those very victims themselves have been 
completely demoralized,and a perfect satur- 
palia of ‘rascality and fraud has set in. 
People generally want to make fortunes 
without working for them, and are there- 
fore willing to run all risks. Who in his 
sense,# with money plenty at four and five 
por cent, would ever be gulled into the idea, 
as inany were by the Marine bank man- 
agers, that interest to the tune of 30, 40, 50 
and even 60 per cent, could be paid on de- 
posits?

We believe there are, and many, 
many of not tho stupidest people in the 
cominunity have grave doubts ax to whother 
it ina fact that all those unscrupulous ras 
cals are on the other side of the line Lot 
any unsophisticated sharcholdor if he 
can, to anawor the simuloe question: “Where 
fy monoy ?" or * What may be my ae- 
curitios?"

He only 
wanted a few hundred Koglish troops to co- 
operate with gunboats after the rising of 
the Nile, to clear the country of rebels from 
2erber to Khartoum.

The Berkshire papers record the death 
of Edward Heator, ono of the fow remain- 
ing surviyors of tho battle of Waterloo, 
which took place at the workhouse of tho 
Cookham union at the ago of 92 yoars. 
Deceased had for many years been well 
known to the’ inhabitants of Bray and 
Maidenhead, and had been in tho habit 
of living in the workhouse during the 
winter months, He often spoke of the 
stirring scenes in which he took part in 
his carly days. 

Tho French people are about to enjoy, 
for tho first and last time, the opportu- 
nity of seeing in ono collection all the 
crown jowels of Franco. Thoy are tobe 
exhibited in the Louvre, and immediately 
after the exhibition their long’ heralded 
salo isto begins Afew of them, which 
possess special historic or intrinsic value, 
including the regent diamond and the

The Anglo-Indian newspapers are all 
but unanimous in declaring the Central 
Asian question to be one calling for im- 
mediate attention, and in urging that no 
time should be lost in appointing a com- 
mission to demarcate the northern and 
western boundaries of Afghanistan, Some 
go on to advochte thé sending of engineor 
officers to. fortify Herat. Various other 
measures» are also’ recommended, and 
there can be no doubt that the incorpo- 
ration of Mery in the dominions of the 
ezar hos caused» very serious anxiety 
throughout India, 


Under the church of St. Swithin, at 
Lincoln, England, was lately found a 
small stone altar, evidently belonging to 
a temple which had occupiéd the same 
site. Prof, Hubner, of Borlin, assigns 
the relio to the end of tho second or be- 
ginning of the third century. The in- 
scriptions on the altar are peculiarly in- 
teresting for the reason that they roveal 
the existence, inthe days'of the Roman 
occupation of England, of a religious ofli- 
cial concernitig whom there is no other 
information—the curator adicule, or tem- 
ple-warden, ‘The altar was presented to 
the temple by ©, Antiatius Frontinus, a 
soldier who had thrice held that office. 


A somewhat curious decision, involving 
the responsibility for blunders in telv 
graphing, was recently rendered in Frank- 
for:, Germany. A merchant wrote a dis- 
patch ordering his printer to stoz work 
upon a lot of circulars until receipt of a 
letter. The operator sent the dispatch 
but ommitted the name ol the sender, and 
the printer, without making inquiry, 
stopped thewrong job. The court hold 
that tho operator, not the company, was 
responsible, and condemned him to pay 
the damages; and this, too, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the printer had choson 
to act blindly when he might easily have 
ascertained from whom the dispatch camo. 


Since its establishment in Paris in 1871, 
tho Association d’Alsace Lorraine has col- 
lectod about $350,000, most of which has 
been distributed in temporary reliof and 
in other ways assisting natives of the two 
sovored provinces to find employment. in 
France. Nearly 40,000 heads of familics, 
represent a population of 100,000 persons, 
have thus been enabled to migrate to tho 
mother country, and 800 young mon have 
been aided to complote their studies.

That js rather a searching remark of 
Richard Cecil, that ‘'God is often lost: in 
prayer and ordinances,’ It certainly 
contains avery serious truth, The very 
means appointed for finding God may 
quite possibly become only the means of 
losing Him. How often is this the caso 
With tho ceremonials of public worship I" 
After ull, what are forms and observances 
without tho vitalizing Spirit ? 


When’ all the scaffoldings which sur- 
round the Bible are taken away, by which 
men have triéd'to propit up, the world 
will begin truly to recognize ita. real’ glo- 
ry. Kingdoms fall, institutions perish, 
civilizations change, human doctrines 
disappear; but the imperishable truths 
which prevade and sanctify the Bible 
shall bear it up above the flood of change 
and the deluge of years.

omens of tho sea is not contined alone to

{extent shared by captains andinates,. Ia 
convorsation a fow days ago with a grizzly 
bearded and bronzed old mariner, who 
Tins trod tho quartor-docks Of ships as Tas 
or for upward of a quarter of a century, 
| 1 San Francisco Chronicle reportor broach 
Jed the subjoct of the superstition of wail 
Jors. ‘Do sailors boliove in omens 
|enid the captain, repoating tho reporter's 
|question, “well you can bet your starry 
topligh}s thoy do, Thoy are tho crankiost 
lot of men in the world, and you would 
bo astonished to know what trifling mat- 
tors sometimes causes them to give up go 
Jing on a yoyago. I have known sailors 
to predict the direst culamities toa ship 
because they happenod to sneeze while 
going on board, Then again, if a vessel 
}ia delayed in port and docs not sail at tho 
appointed time, itis a bad omen, accord 
ing to Jack's ideas, They havo good 
omens too, A fairday when thoy ship 
isa good sign, and if the sun is shining 
brightly on the day thoy sail, it is a eign 
that tho vessel will have a speoly and 
prosperous voyage. A baflling head wind 
leads sailors to beliove that there is a 
Jonah on board, and they do all sorts of 
things, such as burning a piece of old sail 
or rope+yarn, and the throwing overboard 
of asea biscuit to exorcise the evil effects 
of his presence, and whon the wind doos 
shift and becomos fair they attributo it to 


thoir sorcorism, their good spirits roturn, 
and all goes merry until something clso 
happens to disturb thoir fears. 

“I remember an old fellow I onco ship- 
pod at. Liverpool for the voyage home to 
Now York, ’ continued the captain. “Ho 
was a veritable old sca-dog, and the crew 
at once set him down as a Jonah, He 
was called Liverpo jl Jack; and was the 
queerest chap I ever Ho wanted 
the voyage prolonged as much as possible, 
and one day the men caught him in the 
foretop whistling for a head wind, and, 
sure onough, the following morning the 
wind shifted and camo dead from tho 
head. ‘This, of course, necessitated the 
frequent tacking of tho ship, and the 
curses of the crow were loud and long. 
That wind stuck to us for'three days, and 
the crew decided to’ chuck Jack ovor- 
board, and I verily believe they would 
havo carried their threat into execution 
had the wind not changed. Sailors also 
havo an avorsion to clergymen’s sons, and 
if they know that one is on board a ves- 
acl they will not ship under any consider- 
ation, Why they dislike a vessel with a 
minister's son on board T have never found 
out, but it is considored one of the worst 
‘hoodoos’ by sailors. Out at sea if, as is 
frequently the caso, a shark follows in the 
wake of a vessel, itis a sign that somo 
one on board will soon die, bub it is one 
of the worst omens to kill it. Ofall the 
seabirds what aro known as a ‘Mother 
Cary’s chicken,’ a dark bird somewhat re- 
sombling a gull, but about the sizo of a 
chicken, is held most sacred by the fore- 
castle men, Its presence fortells an ap- 
proaching storm, and this sign hardly ever 
faila. A soaman would as soon’think of 
swimming across the Pacific ocean as to mo- 
lest one of the chickens, Then, again, it 
is badluck, #0 sailors say, to kill tho sea 
gulls that follow ships out at sca, as thoy 
are considered the harbingers ‘of gooil 
luck. If dolphins accompany the vessel, 
it is also cousidered a good omen.” 

A singular; incident happened some 
years ago on board an American ship en 
route to this city. A few days out from 
New Yorkea booby, a bird somewhat like 
a gull, but much smaller, alighted on the 
foretop, and one of the sailors went up 
and caughtit. The booby was brought 
on deck, where it was attacked by the 
ship's do Tho animal flow at the bird, 
which drove its bill down the dog’s throat, 
and thus tho to remained until separat- 
ed, Ths booby was thrown overboard, 
and was not seen for some time, when 
suddenly it reappeared perched in tho 
foretop again, A sailor went aloft and 
captured ip, and it was brought down and 
taken into the forecastlo, where the sail- 
ors held a trial, and tho bird was sentenc- 
ed to death. Tho oxecutioner was the 
carpenter, and the unfortunate booby 
was beheaded, Tho dog disappeared 
after the encounter, but immediately af- 
tor the bird had beon killed it came on 
deck und began running around ina cir- 
clo. This was continued for some time, 
whon suddenly it made a dosh for the 
storn of the ship and jumped overboard. 
Even tho capta: a Boston man, was af- 
fected by tho incident, and for several 
days ‘thie deepest sort of yloom provailed 
among those on board, aud some of the 
crew predicted some disaster before the 
end of tho voyage, and none felt entirely 
easy until port was roached.

Tho c 
tain is known as the ‘old man,” the car- 
penter as “‘chips,”’ and the cook is tho 
only man abaft and foromast that has tho 
d stinction of having his office mentioned 
in connection with his namo, and he is 
refered to as Bon or Joo the cook, An 
old sailor is called ‘a whal A drunken 
man is referred to ay boing “threo shoots 
in the wind,” no doubt becauso he gta 
gers like a ship ina storm undor shorten 
od sail, As to tho uso of profanity, sail 
ors aro poculiar, Thoy do most of thoir 
cursing in hoavy weather, whon sails are 
being furled and when the wind is howl 
ing through the rigging with torrific force 
Tako him in fair woathor, howovor, and 
ho is w mild;sort? of a. person, seldom 
swears and cheerily braces tho yards 
around to the tuno ot “Yo heave ho, a ho,

Missiles Thrown at Judges, 


Any stick, says tne proverb, will serve 
to beat a dog; and it appears to bo the 
opinion of some persons that any missle 
will do to hurl at a judge. None can 
haye forgotten the egg which Vico Chan- 
collor Malins happily avoided, and which 
he supposed “must haye beon meant for 
his brother Bacon ;" and now one Mary 
Cawley (thirty-three times convicted) has 
been throwing a clog at the Accrington 
bench of magistrates, whereby the chair- 
man was struck on the breast. Tho most 
notable story of the kind in our judical 
annals is thus giyen by L'Estrange :— 

udge Richardson, in going the Western 
circuit, had a great flint stone thrown at 
his head by a malefactor, then condemn- 
od (who thought it meritorious, and tho 
way to bo a benefactor to the common- 
wealth, to take away the life of a man so 
odious) ; but loaning low on his elbow, 
in a lazy, reckless manner, the bullet 
flew too high and only took off his hat. 
Soon after some friends congratulating 
his deliverance, he replied by way of jest: 
Ta *You see, now, if I had been 
an upright judge’ (intimating his reclining 
posture), ‘L would lave been slain,’” 
‘The remaing facts of the case are given in 
Chief Justice Troby’s “Notes to Dyer’s 
Reports,” in the remarkable jargon of 
the law reports of the period :—*Rich- 
ardson, Ch, Just. de 0. Bano, al Assizes 
at Salisbury, in summer 1631, fuit as- 
sault per prisoner la condemne pur felony; 
quo puis son condemnation ject un brick- 
bat a lo dit justice, qui narrowly mist ; 
ot pur ces immodiately fuit indictment 
drawn, per Noy, envgrs lo prisoner, ot 
sondoxter manusampute, and fixatgibbet, 
sur que luy momo immediatement hange 
in prosence de court.” Noy, was of 
course, the Attorney-General, Pepys 
had heard that Richardson really wanted 
to save the prisoner's lifo, and was con- 
sulting as to whether ho could not soen- 
tence him to transportation, when the 
wretched man thus decided his own fate.

Nearly half the: men wear ¢tvilized 
clothing, and all Ponca women wear potti- 
coats instead of leggings, The blanket is 
never wholly discarded, however and 
soems to be nearly indispensiblé for a 
wrap and for bedding, Nearly all’pre- 
for boots and shoes to moccasins in’ bad 
weather. In the matter of farmin, bighty 
to ninoty families will raise considerable 
corn this season, averaging, perhaps, Bix to 
eight acres to each family. Theagent says 
there may be eight hundred acres of corn 
raised this year by tho Poncas; Thoy 
raise some wheat and potatoes, but ar 
ly deficient in stock of all kinds’ 
Many families have none of any kind, 
and very few have teams for farming. 
‘The tribe is without religious instruction 
except a Sunday school. There is no 
mission here of any kind, The men do 
what outdoor work is done at all. ‘The 
goverment issues about’ one-third rations 
of salt, sugar, beef, sad and flour, 

The tribe hag 101,894 acres of land and 
$70,000 trust fundat 5 per cent. ‘They 
also have a treaty fund of $8,000 per an- 
num for five years yet, for clothing, etc. 
They have leased seven thousand acres of 
land .to J. H. Sherburn, the: licensed 
trader here, for five years, at’ $1,700’ per 
annum. He is to fence it all, and is now 
engaged in that work, Mr. “Sherburn 
came here five years ago a bankrupt, is 
now lessee of abouttwo-thirdsof the reser- 
vation, has a fine stock of goods, arid near- 
ly two thousand head of cattle. ~~ 

Tn preceding letters mention was thado 
of Kaw and Osage polygamy. But a com- 
parison of these tribes and the’ Poncas 
and Otoes is greatly to tho credit of’ the 
former. The Poncas have a number of 
polygamists —how many could not be def- 
inately ascertained, nor are the instances 
always known, The practice is open and 
acknowledged, sanctioned by usage and 
sufferance, and if it has’ not many open 
advocates it certainly has few or no aasail- 
ants, All acquiesce in if; nono attack it. 
The Otoes are worse, Out of about fifty 
families ten polygamous ones were named 
as well known, with the admission that 
there was probably several others, Prob- 
ably one-third of all the married men in 
the tribe have more than one wife, 

The interpreter, a fat, lazy hulk, sat in 
the agency store taking his ease while his 
wives drew several barrels of water from 
the well to haul home, He then got in 
the wagon and one of his wives drove the 
team. ‘Their marriages rest upon agree= 
ment, are usually made uh by friends, 
and the young couple haye less to say con= 
cerning it than any others of the tribe, 
Friends of the groom propose to the 
friends of the bride, The question of 
price then comesin, Ponies, calico, ete., 
aro given by his friend to hers. If an 
uncle, cousin, or other near relative op« 
pose tho match it is delayed or broken otf 
Usually a few extra presents softens’ the 
objections. A feast follows, Separations 
have not beon common in times past, but 
two cases havo occured in six weeks in 
which the husband has abandoned his 
wife and children and married another 
woman, Unless tho tribal council breaks 
up these practices the government will 
then be compelled to take action. 

REVOLTING BURIAL CEREMONY. 

The body was placed in the grayo ina 
sitting position, the mouth of the graye 
covered over with logs, dirt piled on these, 
and a horse killed on the top of this. 
The horse must be tho best that can be 
procured, and itis choked to death on the 

rave. If the dead man had one or moro 
relapses prolonging his sickness, tho horse 
must bo tortured in a similar slow man- 
ner, All friends of tho family aro ox- 
pected to make presents of calico and 
other articles. 
_ An Otoo scandal of the first water has 
just occured. A school girl was spony 
married to a man much older than horself 
against hor wishes, Sho soon after ran 
away with her former youthful lovor. 
The deserted husband was irate and about 
to follow on the war-path. A council was 
called, and many of tho friends of tho 
runaway couple sab up with him all night 
attempting to allay his anger, Ono of 
thom gave him his finest moccasins and 
loggings, another a brooch, and othors 
still other preacnta, till ho said “his heart 
folt better ; his hoart waa not so bad as it 
had beong” and ho finally aaid ** his heart 
was all right now,” and thoy might como 
back, ‘* Sho was doad,” This Otoe cus- 
tom might boa sonsible ono in some whito 
communitios. 
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Horrible Affair in Franco, 

A young girl of 18 has boon noarly 
murdered at Aigues-Mortos, near Nimes, 
Franco, under circumstances of a pecu- 
liarly tragic and horriblo character, Tho 
girl, whose namo was Josophine Reboul, 
on roturning to hor homo from markob, 
was accosted by a sailor named Azoma, 
who cried out; ‘You have botrayed mo, 
and I must kill you!” Ho thon fired ono 
barrel of a revolver at hor, but without 
offect, A socond bullot lodged in o 
grocor’s ahop close by, and whilo tho ter- 
rifled girl was running away from tho 
would bo murdoror ho dischargod another 
shot at hor, which just grazed a young 
girl Who was in tho stroot. Azoma thon 
rapin pursuit of the unfortunate Jono- 
phino Reboul, soized hor, and discharged 
into hor hoad tho four bullots that ro- 
mainod in hia revolver, Tho murloror 
was arrested before ho had time to reload 
his weapon which ho intonded doing in 
ordor to make his. torriblo work mordé 
offeotual, Azoma ia a sailor in the French 
navy, belonging to tho class of 1882, is 
about 22 yoars old, and had just disom- 
barked ab Toulon, Ho stated at tho
